" While Oorea was sinking Japan 
was rising, until the Island King- 
dom, all by Its own efforts, became 
such a world power as to defeat a 
European nation," he says. 
"The Coteans were a mainland 
people. They had taught, the nied- 
i.-i'val Japs all the civilization they 
bad. But by reason of their geo- 
graphical location they wore invad- 
ed by vastly inferior peoples, the 
Mongols and Ihe Manchus. Coroa 
was intluenced to establish a demou- 
as iis religion, its b l ee d w»« 
weakened by being crossed with 
that of people vastly beneath it, and 
its spirit was broken by the indigni- 
ties heaped upon it by the more 
powerful invaders. It was under 
the intluenceof China, which adopt- 
ed the semi-sacred books of Co-ifu- 
cius as its national system of educa- 
tion 2,000 years ago. The know- 
ledge of the works and the ability 
to recite long chapters of his writ- 
ings were made Ihe chief require- 
ment of the aspirant, for honors. 
As a result Ihe study of the sciences, 
mathematics, and the phenomena of

Probably the weak point about 
tbe sign language an nsed by the 
deaf, is the wrong conception of it 
by tbe general public. 

Too many of the parent* and 
friends of deaf children, form and 
cling to the impression that the aim 
of a school that permits tbe sign 
language is to develop the ability 
of tbe deaf children to ase it. 
They do not know tbat deaf chil- 
dren take naturally to gestures, just 
as bearing children take naturally 
to speech. 

No one shall blame a mother for 
desiring, above ajl things else, that 
her child shall be trained to enun- 
ciate written oi printed words. No 
one can convince a loving parent 
that a few words spoken by her 
deaf child is not a real demonstra- 
tion of educational progress. Home- 
times it is and sometimes it is not. 
As one of the street car advertise 
meats says : " You can teach a 



the most lucid interpreter of 
thought! and things that educate 
and give pleasing satisfaction to 
the silent wayfarer along the 
journey of life. 

By all means let the deaf child 
have a chance to learn speech, but 
do not deprive him of the happy, 
the Inspiring, the ennobling, In 
flueuce of the language of signs.

Real education is In development 
of all the mental faculties to the 
fnliest extent. Speech, In itself, is 
merely a physical operation. Al- 
most any school boy can open a book 
printed in Latin and read orally a 
paragraph, correct as to pronuncia- 
tion, yet not understand a single 
word of it. This does not prove 
that be is a Latin scholar. Tbe 
truth is that mental comprehension 
of things, and a proper understand- 
ing of the import of words and their 
grammatical connections, must pre- 
ka verbal expression la order to 
give tbat expression any value. 

The up-to-date schools for the 
deaf are ^training every effort to 
to give every pupil the ability to

The exhibits and demonstrations 
work in the department of Education 
and Social Economy at the great 
Panama- Pacific International Ex- 
position will occupy more than six 
acres of floor space in two of the 
eleven main palaces, ten of which 
are now completed. 

Unlike other world expositions, 
the displays of educational work 
at San Francisco will not have to 
do with mere samples of pupils' 
work, and collections of materials. 
On the contrary, visitors will learn 
how modern educational work in all 
lines is carried on by watching the 
actual process. From the training 
of the smallest children, which will 
be conducted in person by Madame 
Montessori, most famous of the ex- 
ponents of the " new" education, 
through the primary work of the 
deaf, blind and vocational activities, 
actual class work with real pupils 
will be carried on from day to day. 
The educational exhibits will be 
confined to principles, mostly of 
recent origin, and to demonstrations. 
In conformity to this unique plan, 
the exhibits having to do with the 
instruction of the deaf will be con- 
fined chiefly to actual model-class- 
work and to factors that are new. 
No pupils' work will lie placed on 
exhibition, unless in demonstration 
of some important development or 
improved method. Each school re- 
presented, from the various States 
and nations, will exhibit or de- 
monstrate some speciality. 

Pupils for the classes will be 
furnished by the Coast States and 
Utah. In the beautiful Palace of 
Education, now completed, several 
units of space, each 15 x 30 feet, 
have been reserved, one for class- 
rooms for the blind another for ex- 
hibits. The class-room will be on a 
raised platform two and one half feet 
high, surrounded by a railing one 
and one half feet high, from which 
will depend curtains to hide the feet. 
Several Classes, each composed of 
from four to six pupils, will be 
conducted at the same time. 

In orders that visitors may observe 
the demonstrations from all sides 
there will be no walls, blackboards 
and other apparatus being placed on 
the platform to be seen to the best 
advantage. There will be at least 
three class-rooms for the deaf pupils. 
Among the subjects to be de- 
monstrated are lip reading, the five- 
slate method and story writii 

It is expected that th ience, 

R. I. School for the Deaf will de- 
monstrate the Montessori method 
as applied to the deaf. Madame 
Montessori herself, for four months 
wilf preside over the Expositi' 
model schools for small children, not 
deaf. New York will demonstrate 
military and musical training of 
deaf. Hartford will show methods 



of the California School for Deaf, at 
Berkeley, across the bay from the 
exiiosition, has loaned the use of 
one dormitory, supplying lodging 
and meals at the rate of $1.00 a day.

California Institution. 

It has been known that Francis 
Bret Harte once wrote a poem for 
a ceremonial occasion at Berkeley, 
but in the lapse of time, both the 
day and the production seem to 
have passed largely out of mind. 
This poem, so far as we know, is 
not included in the collected works 
of the poet. It has, however, re- 
cently come to light in one of the 
old California publications preserved 
in the Bancroft Library, and we re- 
print it for the benefit of our readers. 
Its history is as follows : On Sep 
tcmbcr •(.lb, I.S07, the foundation 
stone of the Institution for the Deal 
and Blind was laid on the pi 
site at the corner of Dwight Way 
and Warring Street, a number of 
prominent i>ersons having some perl 
in the ceremonies. Brcl II 
honored the occasion by composing 
the poem which is printed below. 
Al the time he was living in San 
Francisco, tx retary of the 

mint under Robert !'•. Swain. — Cat.

Althuugh Ml i.t's portrait of 

Mi. Henry James, the novelist, was 
badly handled by a cleaver wielded 
by a suffragette at the opening of the 
Royal Academy, it will not be an 
over-difficult task to repair it. The 
work of restoration has been entrust- 
ed tO Maj< Poller. 

In restoring the portrait, the can 
vas, after the painted surface has 

u protected with tissue paper, 

will be placed on a slate table. The 
the back will then be covered with a 
sticky fluid, which will be pi 
through to the surface of the picture 
with a healed Iron. In this way the 
canvas will contract, and the cut* in 
it will close up. The canvas will 
finally be relfned, and any spots 
nt may be missing will be 
filled in by the restorer with a spe- 
cial preparation. 

There are men in London who 
follow the profession of pietm 
storing W ilile to resto 

paintings of value which have large 
holes in them, or the material on 
which they are executed hanging in 
threads. Mot cover, they can, when 
-ary, transfer a painting to a 
new canvas.

first thing he does is to purchase a

Having obtained thirt, he 
glues a sheet of stout Manila paper 
to the picture. He then carefully 
scrapes away the old canvas. This 
is a job that might occupy him for 
several days, or weeks if the canvas 
is a large one. Having removed 
every bit of canvas, the grounds

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The silkworm is by no means the 
only creature thai produces silk. 
Spiders make their webs, nests, and 
egg-cocoons of a kind of silk that 
Is well adapted for certain of man's 
uses. The filaments of spider-silk 
are much liner than those produced 
by the silkworm, but they are re- 
latively stronger. The webs of 
the large spiders of tropical coun- 
tries are stron h to entangle 
small birds. 

As early as the seventeenth cen- 
tury, travelers in Paraguay found 
that the natives made clothing from 
the webs of a species of Epeira, the 
genus to which the common garden 
spider belongs. Spider-silk has 
been used for centuries ill China, 
India, and West Africa ; notably 
in the Chinese province of Yunnan, 
where the so-called " silk of the 
Eastern Sea" is produced. 

In the year 1708 a French jurist, 
Monsieur CJueriaiix of Montpelier, 
succeeded in making several pairs 
of gloves and stockings from the 
silk of garden spiders. The first 

really practical experiments, how- 
ever, wore made by an Kngllshmau 
named Roll. Jiy his process, he 
drew the silk directly from the body 
of t.lie spider ; and the, material he 
obtained was much stronger than 
pun uridei normal conditions, 
nd of the filament he attached 
to a bobbin, which was revolved by 
steam. The prod not seem 

to Incommode the spider After she 
has been robbed of all her silk, she 
rests for ten days, and is then ready 
to yield another- supply. 

As the silk comes from the spin- 
<.verod with a viscous 
substance, which is washed off in 
running water. The filaments are 
very fine ; from eight to twenty- 
four must be combined to form a 
single thread. The fabric that 
threads produce is much light- 
er than ordinary silk. Kor that rea 
son, cords of spider-silk are espe- 
cially suitable for the nets that en- 
close balloons. 

At. present the most promising 
experiment! in the production of 
spider-silk are carried on in Mada- 
gascar. They use a large spider 
called the halabp. At the school in 
Tananarivo they pay the natives 
eight cents a hundred for the spi- 
ders, each of which yields a filament 

rrom 1,000 to 8,000 feet long. The 

silk is of a superb glossy yellow, but 
its coloi is not permanent.
